The Crawford County Road 
Commission Board took another 
step toward asking voters to 
approve a millage for road con- 
struction Jast Thursday by ratify- 
ing ballot language for the pro- 
posal.

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Violence erupts at anti-abortion rally

A non-violent protest went 
awry last Friday when tempers 
began to heat up. 

The protesters were a Christian 
anti-abortion group who made a 
stop in Grayling while touring 
parts of Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Indiana and Ohio, 

The protest was called the 
“American Atrocities Tour” and 
featured picketers holding large 
signs with detailed images of 
bloodied, aborted fetuses. 
Protesters lined up down the I-75 
Business Loop and M-72. 

Despite the fact that there are 
no major abortion clinics in town 
the demonstrators held a rally to 
raise public awareness of the 
physical realities of abortion. 

“In an effort to expose the hor- 
ror of abortion, at each stop, the 
Missionaries will line the streets 
of busy intersections with large 
five foot photographs of mur- 
dered preborn babies,” said the 
rallyists in a press release. 

Captions on many of the signs 
read “Why should God bless 
America?” 

According to the rallyists, 
community response to the 
protest was mostly negative. 
Several passersby shouted nega- 
tive comments at the protesters 
and attempted to drown out their 
shouts by slamming on their car 
horns, 

At about 4:30 p.m., an angry 
Grayling resident, Clyde 
Holzbauer, confronted protesters 
who were picketing near the 
crosswalk in front of the Clark 
gas station. 

Holzbauer demanded that the 
demonstration be immediately 
shut down, saying “I want this 
pornography out of my town.” 

A loud confrontation between 
Holzbauer and several of the 
demonstrators ensued. When an 
anti-abortion rallyist began 
videotaping Holzbauer, he said 
that he did not want to be taped,

Holzbauer. When he tried to pull 
the camera out of the rallyist’s 
hands, demonstrators tried to 
restrain Holzbauer, 

A. scuffle erupted, which 
resulted in Holzbauer being 
pinned to the pavement by three 
of the rallyists. 

Holzbauer claims that rallyists 
threw punches at him in the 
chaos. He also says that rallyists 
spat on him while he was pinned 
to the ground. Demonstrators 
similarly claim that Holzbauer is 
guilty of violence towards them 
and their property. 

It is confirmed that, during the 
confrontation, one demonstrator 
produced a blunt object and 
threatened serious bodily harm to 
Holzbauer unless he calmed 
down. 

Police arrived on the scene 
moments afterwards to find 
Holzbauer restrained on the 
pavement by demonstrators. 

Officer Dennis Long separated 
both parties. He then proceeded 
to collect information, including 
identification for all who were 
involved. No arrests were made. 

“The idea is to get them sepa- 
rated from each other so the situ- 
ation doesn’t escalate,” said 
Long. 

Long said that the conflict 
most likely qualifies as a misde- 
meanor assault, but it will be up 
to the local prosecutor’s office to 
make the determination. 

Due to the overflow of reports 
recetved by the prosecutor’s 
office during the festival week- 
end, the prosec:tor was unable to 
comment on this particular inci- 
dent as of press time. 

Regarding the incident, one 
demonstrator stated, “we never 
know when something like that 
will happen, but we do see it 
from time to time.” 

Regarding his stance, 
Holzbauer said, “I thought those 
signs were pornographic...I did- 
n't think it was right.” 

Officer Long said the protest- 
ers’ signs did not qualify as lewd

Knowing where you come 
from can be the key to knowing 
where you are going. This being 
the case, patrons of the Frederic 
Community Library have plenty 
of knowledge to light their path. 

For over six years, the library 
has been hosting regular work- 
shops where patrons have a 
chance to dig into their histories. 

“We just discuss how to go 
about doing your genealogy,” 
said librarian Sandra Steele. 

Prior to being stationed at the 
Frederic Library, Steele had 
hosted meetings at the Grayling 
branch. 

“When I became a librarian 
here, I just kept it going,” said 
Steele. : 

Since its inception, Frederic’s 
genealogy program has grown 
in both scope and popularity, 
inspiring local community 
imembers to seek the hidden 
secrets of their ancestral past. 

“1 think it’s very popular now. 
A lot of people are wondering 
where did they come from, how 
did they get where they are in 
Michigan,” said Stecle. “They 
find it fascinating.” 

Area woman Jeanie Harwood 
started attending the regular 
gencalogy meetings this winter 
because she was “just wanting to 
know where everybody comes 
from.” 

In the short time that she has 
been involved, she has made 
some big discoveries. 

“Pye actually traced some 
people back to Ireland and 
Denmark,” said Harwood. 

Among her discoveries was 
the fact that her great-great 
grandfather had homesteaded tn 
Maple Forest, 

“That's just one of the many 
things Pve come across that | 
though was interesting,” said 
Harwood. 


“Another lady had her Irish 
ancestor get off the ship as soon 
as he got off. .he was enlisted in 
the Civil War,” said Steele. 

Carol Britton, another regular 
attendee of the meetings, says it 
was her grandfather who 
inspired her to look into her own 
family history. 

‘When I was a kid I loved my 
grandparents and I loved my 
grandpa’s stories,” said Britton, 

She said her grandfather had 
told her that “‘as long as some- 
one remembers us we’ll always 
be alive.” 

Britton took her grandfather's 
words to heart. 

‘It’s kind of touching with 
immortality.” 

Among Britton’s discoveries 
is the fact that she has a great 
grandparent who was listed as 
cargo on a ship. 

This and other discoveries 
were helped greatly by the pro- 
gram that the library hosts. 
Regular attendees consider the 
workshops to be essential. 

“Doing it on my own, I 
wouldn’t have gotten too far,” 
said Harwood. 

In order to: help community 
members on their quest, the 
group took a complete inventory 
of all the cemeteries in the 
Crawford County area. This 
information is available at the 
Frederic Community Library, as 
well as genealogy magazines, 
microfilm readers, and other 
resources, Internet access to 
www.ancestry.com is also a key 
resource, 

“J think it’s wonderful. 
They’ve been so helpful,” said 
Harwood. 

For those who may find the 
task of tracing their own family 
history to be a bit daunting, the 
library staff is there to help. 

“The very first thing to start 
with is what you know and work 
back,” said Steele. “Interview 


family members. That’s always 
a good source...and use the 
library. We have ancestry that’s 
available only at the library for 
free.” 

Taking the time to do the 


‘research can pay off in very 


practical ways. 

“A lot of times you'll find out 
about diseases that have run in 
the family and that can be help- 
ful,” said Steele. 

“Tt also puts you in contact 
with cousins you never knew 
you had,” said Britton. 

Despite these bonuses, the 
knowledge is its own reward for 
most genealogists. 

“T guess you could say all the 
genealogists are old history 
buffs,” said Britton. 

Understanding history can 
also help people appreciate what 
they have. 

“It Keeps the interest in the 
history of your community 
alive,” said Britton. “Frederic 
has a rich and colorful past.” 

The success of the program 
has certainly been an inspiration 
to the community at large. 

“Yve talked to many people 
that are saying they’re gomng to 
go to (the) Frederic Library and 
check it out,” said Harwood. 

Anyone who is interested in 
checking it out can attend the 
next meeting, which will take 
place on Thursday, Aug. 24, at | 
p.m.

EACH CANDIDATE appeals to 
his/her own party, according to the poll 
Democrats favor Gov. Granholm 84-1], 
and Republicans back Mr. DeVos 83-10. 

The so-called independent vote, how- 
ever, likely will decide the election, and 
here Ms. Granholm is ahead, but only 
slightly 40-37, 

That means to me that the election is 
up for grabs. - 

However, the trend is for the incum- 
bent governor, who — according to her 
backers — has not yet begun to fight. She 
is still being a governor, and not a cam- 
paigning candidate, they claim. Her 
campaign has hoarded its resources so 
far, leaving to the Democratic state party 
the heavy work of tearing down the 
opponent while modestly boosting her. 
The strategy seems to be working. 

On the DeVos side, the $10 million in 
identity advertising definitely has 
accomplished its aim. Dick DeVos now 
is well known around the state as the 
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Republican candidate for governor. In 
identity, the two candidates are about 
even. 

Ms. Granholm will continue to benefit 
from free publicity, or “earned media,” 
in the jargon of professional campaign- 
ers. Every governor is a news source. 
Everything the governor does or says is 
news, and is transmitted free to the pub- 
lic. 

The challenger, on the other hand, 
while being featured in news stories reg- 
ularly, must depend largely on buying 
attention, through advertising, direct 
mail and other ways to try to convince 
voters of his worth. 

It’s an uneven struggle for the chal- 
lenger, although Mr. DeVos may be an 
exception because of his personal for- 
tune and his apparent willingness to 
spend it freely in his run for governor. 

Gov. Granholm’s prominent and posi- 
tive role in the announcement that 
Google, Inc. will locate 1,000 new jobs 
in Ann Arbor is a case in point. That was 
favorable publicity even Mr. DeVos’s 
millions could not buy. 
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We can expect more of the same, if at 
all possible, in the next four months. 

NEGATIVE CAMPAIGNING aiso is 
to be expected from both sides. 

Democrats already have been cam- 
paigning more against Mr. DeVos than 
for Ms. Granholm. They continually 
bash Mr. DeVos and the family-owned 
business, founded as Amway but now 
named Alticor. Mr. DeVos claims he 
“turned the business around,” while 
Democrats claim he took business from 
Michigan to China, costing hundreds of 
jobs in the process. 

The poll cited above, incidentally, 
asked what the public thought about 
Amway, and found a 2-1 unfavorable 
public view of the company, which is an 
indication we can expect concerted neg- 
ative campaigning linking the company 
to the candidate. 

The main Republican charge against 
Ms. Granholm at this point, seems to be 
that she doesn’t get results or find solu- 
tions. She will be blamed for Michigan’s 
rank along with Louisiana as the only

ic boom. Louisiana can fault hurricane 
Katrina, but the Republican version will 
blame Jennifer Granholm.

The justices said that the court 
had to pursue benefits through 
negotiations and bargaining with 
the county boards. 

Justice Maura D. Corrigan 
authored a concurring opinion. 

The justices, in their prevail- 
ing Opinion, said that court offi- 
cials failed to demonstrate how a 
perceived lack of morale due to 
the benefit dispute had effected 
court operations. 

“Any claimed morale prob- 
lems that did exist among the 
trial court’s employees seem 
predicated upon the chief 
judge’s own unilateral promise 
to provide the enhanced bene- 
fits,’ Markman wrote in the 
opinion. “To this extent, the 
trial court is seeking to require 
the counties to pay for a problem 
that it had arguably created.”

Take the energy and excite- 
ment of the Canoe Marathon. 
Subtract the professional pad- 
dlers. Throw in a few rolls of 
duct tape and compact it all into 
a couple of hours and you have 
the HUP Race in a nutshell. 

This year’s Hurry Up and 
Paddle-or sink-Race, which 
took place last Thursday starting 
at 6 p.m., attracted the largest 
crowd the event has ever seen. 
Organizers estimate that over 
500 people were in attendance. 

The throngs of spectators 
packing the banks and bridge of 
the Grayling City Park weren’t 
there just to watch boats race. 
They wanted to see just how 
many of the event’s wooden, 
duct taped crafts would wind up 
at the bottom of the AuSable. 

Competitors are required to 
assemble their watercraft from a 
sheet of plywood, two 2X4 
boards, a box of nails and a roll 
of duct tape. 

The challenge is not easy. In 
the past, about 40% of the par- 
ticipants have found themselves 
treading water after their boats 
proved to be unseaworthy. 

Although the fear of spilling 
into the cold waters of the 
AuSable may be daunting, 
cheating on boat construction 
had serious consequences. this 
year, 

Prior to the race start, each of 
this year’s 22 entries were 
inspected by a trio of race 
judges- real life judge Janet 
Allen, judge hopeful Monte 
Burmeister and event volunteer 
Kellie Rubin. 

If any boat did not meet the 
race specs, the team was sub- 
jected to a penalty. A minor 
penalty, such as an illegal decal, 
resulted in the guilty team being 
forced to do a public rendition 
of the chicken dance as emcee 


.,Chad Patterson kept spectators 


appraised of the situation. 

Mote serious violations of 
boat construction, such as the 
use of extra duct tape or glue, 
resulted in far more grave con- 
sequences than public dancing. 

Although Weyerhaeuser 
Corporation forks out major 


‘cash to sponsor the Canoe 


Marathon each year, the inspec- 
tors showed no mercy when 
their HUP Race boat was judged 
to be guilty of a major violation. 

Amid cries of “throw the book 
at them” from the unforgiving 
crowd, Monte Burmeister 
opened a black case labeled 
“Cheaters Beware” and pro- 
duced a wireless drill. In this 
race, rule breaking results in a 
very leaky boat. 

Despite the fact that a handful 
of boats got the drill treatment, 
the competitors were not intimi- 
dated. Chad Patterson read 


statements from each of the 
teams just before the race got 
underway, Several teams, such 
as the Grayling County Club, 
made it clear that they were out 
for blood this year: 


BONE Yala raierees cee 


“Let it be known that the 
Grayling Country Club Grass 
Rats will mow you down.” 

if that sounds bad, then Mercy 
Hospital’s team of nurses were 
truly a forced to be feared in 
light of their pre-race statement: 

“We're gonna send you to the 
morgue.” 

Perhaps Captain AJD of the 
AJD Forest Products team spoke 
for everyone with his statement, 
which read as follows: 

“Winning is not an option. 
It’s a way of life.” 

Each and every team was 
forced to prove that they could 
back up their statements when 
the race got underway. The 
teams paired up to race in heats 
of two. After a short run down 
the bank, teams sent their boats 
upriver with a single paddler 
struggling to keep the craft 
afloat and ahead of the competi- 
tion. 

Each boat had to make it 
about 100 feet upriver before 
turning around at a buoy and 
heading back downstream to the 
finish line, 

Live race commentary was 
provided by sportscaster Aaron 
Mills from 9 & 10 News, who 
was suspended high above the 
river in a crane. From his van- 
tage point, he detailed every 
action-packed minute of the 
spectacle. 

Ultimately, AuSable 
Construction’s paddler took the 
Fastest HUP’er award, with a 
time 2:11:82. 

“T just went for it, man,” said 
Greg Calkins, AuSable 
Construction’s winning paddler. 
“We knew that we had a pretty 
good boat.” 

Calkins even revealed his race 
strategy to the press. 

“The key thing, man, is to 
keep it floating.” 

Trailing closely — behind 
AuSable Construction with a 
time of 2:18:71 was John Bartha 
of Head’s Up North, earning 
him the trophy for Almost 
Fastest. Bartha was just shy of 
achieving the first repeat win in 
the event’s history, having taken 
the top prize at the event’s inau- 
gural race in 2004. 

Despite their violations in 
boat design, Weyerhaeuser 
impressed the judges enough 
with the duct taped race car 
driver costume worn by Josh 
Sinnaede to grant him the Best 
Costumed Paddler award. His 
fashionable outfit was designed 
by co-worker Miranda Shear. 

The Beaman Valley River 
Sharks, a team of family and 
friends, won the coveted Most 
Creative Canoe category, with a 
fierce craft that looked just like 
a shark. 

The Haven’t Got a Clue award 
went to the Grayling Eagles 
men’s team, whose boat cap- 
sized several times in the start- 
ing stretch before the men had to 
call it quits. Interestingly, their 
female counterparts from the 
Grayling Eagles Auxiliary team 
finished the race with no prob-

lems. 

The final prize, the almighty 
Sinker Award, went to the 
Mercy Hospital South Nurses 
team, who might as well have 
been trying to paddle a rock. 

“The design of the boat was a 
little off?’ said Tanya Babbitt, 
paddler for the South Nurses 
team. She said the water was “a 
little mucky, but warm,” 

Babbitt said the nurses refuse 
to be deterred by this year’s 
sinking. 

‘We’ ll be back and better than 
ever next year.” 

The judges gave an Honorable 
Mention to AJD Forest Products 
for their impressive entrance to 
the race. 

“T said this year I’m going to 
do something else to keep that 
ball rolling,” said paddler Tony 
Nash, also known as Captain 
AJD. 

Nash’s boat was transported 
to the race on the back of a full 
sized flat bed truck. When the 
truck arrived, the Captain made 
his appearance. 

“T just jumped out with my 
cape and my stupid hat and 
whatnot,” said Nash. 

Despite finishing the race 
behind Captain AJD’s archrivals 
at Weyerhaeuser, Nash was 
undaunted. 

“They’re trying to be leaders. 
But you know what? AJD will 
always be a leader,’ said Nash. 
“Each and every year AJD will 
take steps ahead of everybody 
else.” 

Captain AJD revealed more 
secrets than his identity, howev- 
er. He admitted that his boister- 
ous attitude is more for the ben- 
efit of the race than anything 
else. 

“To be honest with you, | 
want to generate more enthusi- 
asm for the race,” said Nash. 
“It’s family entertainment.” 

If enthusiasm was truly 
Captain AJD's goal, then maybe 
he did win after all.

“T thought it went great,” said

“The committee feels that

The business was destroyed by 
a fire in 1957, which was caused 
by an electrical short which start- 
ed in an outside sign, It reopened 
a year later. 

Dawson’s son, Devere (Dec)

five decades. 

Pauline Dawson, who visited 
the diner for lunch last week, 
said being in the building 
brought back a flood of memo- 
ries. 

“When you look back, it was 
work, but it was fun,” Dawson 
said. 

Russell Stevens, and his late 
wife Jane, purchased the busi- 
ness in 1994, They transformed 
the business into more of a 
restaurant operation, and ran it 
for 10 years. 

Bill Gannon, the owner of 
Gannon Broadcasting who also 
owns Bear’s Den Pizzeria and 
Growler’s Pub Pizza and Brew, 
purchased the business tn 2004. 

Gannon said he wanted to run 
the restaurant for a year before 
closing to make renovations. 

Over the last year and half, the 
building has been revamped and 
the seating capacity has been 
doubled from 48 people to being 
able to seat 110 customers. 

A rear entrance was added to 
the building, which features two

rooms and a new kitchen area. 

“The most important thing we 
wanted to do was make the 
upgrades to the building but we 
didn’t want to destroy the feeling 
of the original soda fountain 
atmosphere,” Gannon said. 

Reopening the restaurant actu- 
ally includes the consolidation of 
two Northern Michigan. attrac- 
tions. 

Gannon was able to acquire 
the Bottle Cap Museum, a collec- 
tion of 7,000 Coca-Cola memo- 
rabilia items, from Bill and Ethel 
Hicks, who operated the museum 
in Sparr just outside of Gaylord 
for 10 years. 

Gannon visited the museum 
during a break from his office in 
hopes of purchasing a couple of 
items for the diner, and the enig- 
matic Hicks jokingly encouraged 
him to buy the entire museum.
